turn, the Milwaukee Agriculturnl as- 
sociation was organised with the fol- 
lowing officers: 
A. W. Hicn, presi- 


dent; J. M. Pereles, vice-president; 
Nutlmn Glicksmnn, financial secre- 
tary; Louis Giinbel, trensuror; Max 
Landancr and Morris Miller, direc- 
tors. 


For tho past year President Bich 


hns been examining and inspecting 
lands in 
WisoonBiui,and Michigan. 


The location in Wood county wan 
decided to bo the most desirable. 


From tho start tlm farm work will 


be under the supervision of an experi- 
enced farmer who understands tho 
climatic conditions in Wisconsin. 
H. 


P. Roehrig, Appleton, has boen em- 
ployed to supervise tho work and to 
aid tho settlers. 


Little of tho laud will be sold out- 


right to tho settlers the first year or 
two. 
While each 
individual will 


work his farm the community method 
will be operated ia a degree. 


The plan for settlement Is as fol- 


lows : 


If any settler possesses $250 or over 


and prefers to mnko a purchase of 
forty acres of land outright nnd man- 
age his affairs Independently, ho can 
do so. 
He will be given a land con- 


tract tmtil at least one-half ot his in- 
debtedness to tho association will bo 
paid -with interest at G per cent. 
When this amount is paid ho will re- 
ceive n deed of the property under 
mortgage. 


: Settlers vrho have not Bufflcient 


means to secure a land contract on 
the property upon which they locate, 
will be employed by the association 
to work the farm lands at a stated 
weekly salary for one year, as a period 
of probation. 
If the settler then de- 


eires to become a purchaser of the pro- 
perty upon which ho lived, an ac- 
count will be made of tho amount of 
wages or other .money advanced to 
him. 
This will be subtracted from 


the amount realized by the association 
from his-work and if there Is a bal- 
ance it will be credited on the pur- 
chase, price of the property or on any 
loan advanced by the association. 


The plan-of the Milwaukee Agri- 


cultural association Is new. In the 
east individual families have been 
settled upon farms, but no attempt 
has been made to locate a colony.

emergencies 
the 


United States and Great. Britain would 
bo found fighting side by side. 


"I confess It greatly impressed my 


imagination." said Mr. Morley. "and 
and stirred me to think that in this 
vast country within a few hours the 
voice of the people; right or -wrong, 
•would be so emphatically and so un- 
mistakably ascertained. 


"Frankly, I rejoice to hear from the 


secretary of the treasury that your 
hopes are buoyant, and that yon are 
prosperous. ."Why, that is a thins that 
struck me most In my rapid tran- 
sit through important trade centers 
In this country—the enormous and un- 
bounded strength of your material re- 
sources—and, being a good natured 
people, let mo say that I have BCCII 
nothing—don't hoot me out of the 
room—I have seen nothing, no evi- 
dence during this run through some 
of tho centers of your country, 
to 


make me believe you would not have 
been just as great. Just as mighty— 
I moan in , .industrial competition— 
just ns prosperous, just as strong as 
you are to-day, if you had taken that 
worn out shibboleth, as I am told— 
'no tariff excepting for purposes of 
revenue.' 


Treads on Delicate Ground. 


"Well, if that is all the tendency 


that comes of testifying I do not think 
I need have taken the trouble to have 
testified, because I gather that a good 
many of you nt all events have some 
doubts as to the matter. 
And now, 


this is tho last remark I will make 
upon that delicate ground, which 
is 


less delicate than I thought.lt would 
be 
(laughter), though It may bo 


that I am so stupid or so stubborn

which were built with his money. Tho 
greatest secrecy surrounds hifl charit- 
able work, which is much more ex- 
tensive than is generally supposed. As 
a matter of fact, Mr. Morgan Is well 
up toward the head of the great giv- 
ers .of the world. 
One of his chief 


philanthropies Is keeping boys off tho 
street. As vestryman In St. George's 
church in Stuyvcsant square, Man- 
hattan, he has organized a club for 
thfs purpose, and out of the club lias 
grown the New York Trade Fchool, as 
well as a smaller trade school con- 
nected with the church. 
Mr. Morgan 


endowed the first club with $500,000. 
Among the gifts of Mr. Morgan arc 
51,000,000 to Harvard college. $1,350,- 
000 for a private hospital in Stuyvo- 
sant square, ?COO,000 for the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, $100,000 
for tho Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation, $500,000 for the Loomis Hos- 
pital for Consumptives. $100,000 for a 
library in Holyolte, Mass., where his 
father was born; ?J25,000 for preserv- 
ing the pallsados. $350,000 for a new 
parish house and rectory in Stuyve- 
sant square. $500,009 for the collec- 
tion of porcelains and St.000.000. for 
the Tiffany gem collection 
for the 


Metropolitan museum.
